4. £3 Other: The applicant argues that the cited reference fails to disclose the structure/limitations detecting opposite logic 
values of both adjacent bits. The examiner respectfully submits that the argument is clearly presented and addressed in 
the previous Office action wherein the cited reference clearly disclose an invention of detecting a glitch within data. A 
glitch is define as a spike or high logic value wherein both adjacent bits are low. Thus, the cited reference mustdisclose 
either inherently or expressively a method of detecting opposite logic values of both adjacent bits. 
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
